Man Can Endure Much Shortage of 
Food and 8till Survive 

Whether it is true or not that more 
people die of over-eating than of 
over-drinking. It ia generally admit¬ 
ted that more die of over-eating than 
of starvation. It is not surprising, 
therefore, to learn that the enforc¬ 
ed food restrictions in Germany and 
in other war countries are having s 
perceptibly beneficial effect on the 
public health. Where these limita¬ 
tions as to diet go hand in hand with 
the abolition of liquor-drinking, the 
salutary results are declared to be 
amazing, and the statement will be 
readily oelieved. 

Compensation for the suffering 
which is inevitably entailed in tome 
instances is found in the improved 
physical condition of the great mass 
of population. Natibns which are 
proverbially fond of pleasures of the 
table are naturally quicker to com¬ 
plain of any deprivations, but they 
are obviously the greatest gainers by 
it. Man can endure much shortage of 
food *and still survive; upon how 
little he can subsist and thrive, be 
does not know until compelled to 
make the trial. In his abundance he 
is prone to consume far more than be 
needs. In bis scarcity be contents 
himself with the quantity and quality 
that answers the purpose of simple 
nutrition. In all the greater nations 
engaged in the present war there ia 
•till enough food, in spite of occa¬ 
sional rumors to the contrary, to keep 
the people fairly well fed and main¬ 
tain their physical strength. So long 
as this is the case, whether they get 
meat twice a week or only once will 
not greatly matter. They will not die 
of* starvation; they will come back 
nearer to nature's aliment and sup¬ 
ply, aq4 yiU rid themselves of many

Although we are apt to think 
that great progress has been 
made in farming, and that we in 
the west are second to none in 
the pursuit of agriculture, the 
fact of our slowness to cultivate 
any large variety of grains and 
grasses while we stick conserv¬ 
atively to the few samples we 
have known so long will come as 
a shock to us. And yet such is 
the case if the following article, 
recently published in the Delin¬ 
eator’ is true. 

“There are five thousand kinds 
of grasses in the world, says 
Professor Montgomery in his re¬ 
cent book, ‘Productive Farm 
Crops. ’ He goes on to say that 
out of this huge number, man 
cultivates only ten varieties, as 
a rule, and that only flveof these 
are extensively used.

In order to encourage farmers 
to buy Stockers and feeders so as 
to prevent the depletion of the 
live stock resources of the west, 
the Dominion government, 
through the department of agri¬ 
culture, is putting into operation 
a scheme by which the personal 
expenses of farmers, incurred 
during trips for the purchase of 
animals, will be paid by the 
government. Duncan Anderson 
of the live stock branch of the 
Dominion branch of agriculture, 
is in Edmonton, and will remain 
there for the next two months 
in an advisory capacity in con¬ 
nection with the scheme. 

The plan means that a Grand 
Prairie farmer, or a farmer any¬ 
where else in Alberta, for the 
matter of that, may come to Ed¬ 
monton to buy not less than a 
carload of Stockers or breeders, 
and the government will pay not 
only his transportation, but also 
his hotel and livery expenses, if 
any. The government would 
pay his expenses even if hh went 
to Winnipeg or Calgary, but as 
the farmer has to pay his own 
freight it would be to his ad¬ 
vantage to deal at the nearest 
market point Several farmers 
may club together and send one 
of their number to make the 
purchases, but the shipment 
must not in any case be less than 
a carload. The purchases must 
not in any case be for specula¬ 
tive purposes. 

Duplicate copies of shipping 
•bills, and also vouchers for per¬ 
sonal expenses, must be furnish¬ 
ed to the government
